The function of motor busses as 
allies of “feeders’* to street railways 
also will have a prominent part in 
the discussions, Mr. Perkins added.

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A STINGING PHRASE. 
Former President 
Wilson’s 
genius for 
the right phrase is illustrated again in his 
telegram read at the Jackson Day dinner 
in Washington. 
He declared in that mes­ 
sage that he looked to the democratic party 
for “the redemption of the nation from the 
degradation of purpose into which it has in 
recent days 
been 
drawn.” 
Those 
three 
words “degradation of purpose” state the 
case exactly. 
The politicians who turned this nation 
aside from the path alon^ which Wilson 
was leading it did in fact degrade not only 
its action but its purpose and motive. They 
, caused us to put out of our minds the mo­ 
tive of service and to substitute for it the 
motive of “safety first.” 
They caused us 
to stop thinking of what we might do to im­ 
prove the lot of mankind and to think in­ 
stead of what we could do to save our skins. 
There was really no danger to our skins 
but they made us think 
that 
there was. 
They manufactured all sorts of ridiculous 
perils which they said would beset us if we 
followed the course which Wilson recom­ 
mended. 
That course, they told us, would 
involve us in wars and would cost us money. 
it would entangle us in the broils of other 
countries and it would make us burn our 
fingers. 
That was the sum and essence of 
their argument— don’t do 
this 
thing be­ 
cause if you do you’ll run a grave risk and 
may get hurt. 
It was nine-tenths 
of it utter 
rank non­ 
sense. 
There was much less chance of our 
getting hurt if we joined with the other 
civilized nations in an effort to re-establish 
the shaken structure of civilization than if 
we stood aside and refused to help. But the 
politicians, aided by 
that 
intangible but 
potent factor, 
the 
public’s 
desire for a 
change, had their way; and the degraded 
purpose of “safety first” became the ani­ 
mating motive of this 
country’s 
foreign 
policy. 
W e threw away 
the 
leadership 
which was in our hands. 
W e turned our 
back upon the opportunity which was ours 
to lead the nations out of the slough of de­ 
pond which was the result of the great war. 
W e refused to cooperate in re-establishing 
peace and stability and economic health, 
and by so refusing w e 
made 
cooperation 
among the other nations almost impossible. 
W e withdrew into 
our 
own shell. 
And 
why? 
Because we were afraid that if we 
took part in the great task we might get our 
fingers burnt. 
It was indeed a shocking exhibition ot 
“degradation of purpose"— of the degrad­ 
ing of the high purpose 
which 
inspired 
America during the war. But 
the people 
were not to blame. 
Possibly no other peo­ 
ple in the history of the world were ever 
subjected to such a campaign 
of 
deceit. 
The unscrupulous politicians who engineer­ 
ed that campaign were 
the 
guilty ones. 
They were the men who brought about the 
degradation of America's purpose and up­ 
on them rests the responsibility. 
To them, 
unless their hides are astonishingly thick, 
Mr. Wilson’s stinging phrase must be full 
of painful meaning.

THE LEAGUE THAI 
From the St. Louis Globe-D emocrat. 
An important fact to which Herbert S. 
Houston called attention in his address to 
the St. Lauis Chamber of Commerce, W ed­ 
nesday, on the Bok peace plan, a fact which 
that plan recognizes and discusses, it that 
the League of Nations as it now exists is 
not the league of the campaign of 1920, not 
the league which Wilson brought back from 
Paris. It was then but an organization on 
paper, an organization that was largely 
theoretical. 
It was then in the form of a 
constitution that was as yet inoperative. No 
one could say definitely how it would be in­ 
terpreted or how applied. 
It was necessar­ 
ily an experiment, the greatest experiment 
ever attempted by man, an undertaking of 
the most revolutionary character 
h i* 4 thri h fcc'u* a f today is the product of 
fc J. ; ears o 
-t. experience. 
It is no 
oLgfci a theory but a living institution. Its 
principles and provisions 
have been run 
brough the mill of practical application 


and although its constitution remains, we 
are no longer confined to conjecture as to 
what it may be or what it may not do, but it 
is now possible to see what it is in reality, 
and what 
it is actually 
doing. 
And the 
league of fact today is not the league of 
conjecture of 1920. It is clear now that it is 
not a “superstate” and never can be. It is 
clear now that it is not an agency of phys­ 
ical force and never can be, unless a situa­ 
tion should arise 
where 
all the nations 
would be impelled to act unanimously by 
their own interests or their own feelings, a 
situation that is highly improbable. Experl 
ience, in short, has proven that the military 
force provisions of the covenant are not 
practicable, and that, as the author of the 
Bok plan says, “the only kind of compulsion 
which nations can freely engage to apply 
to each other in the name of peace is that 
which arises from conference, from moral 
judgment, from full publicity, and from the 
power of public opinion.” 
The League of Nations, in fact, is not 
what either its friends or its enemies ex­ 
pected or predicted. 
It is lacking in some 
; of the powers 
upon 
which 
the hopes of 
many of its advocates and the fears of all 
its antagonists were founded. 
But it is not 
without very great powers for the promo­ 
tion of peace and the prevention of war. It 
has already been shown that the forces of 
moral judgment, publicity and public opin­ 
ion of the world constitute a power which 
any nation would fear to oppose when it 
can be expressed in direct and concentrat­ 
ed form through a single agency represent­ 
in g the world. 
And the exercise of that 
power is more in line with Christian prin­ 
ciples and ideals than that of physical force 
It is not at all improbable that that which is 
practicable will prove to be that which is 
best, under all future conditions. 
At any rate, the league, like all human 
institutions, must deal with conditions as 
they are, with human nature as it is, and 
this it has been doing in the four years of 
its existance. 
Theories are of value only so 
far as they can be put into practice. 
The 
theoretical league is by experience adjust­ 
ing itself to living realities. 
That, indeed, 
is the only way by which it can make its 
purposes effective. 
And through actual 
experience it is developing an organization 
that, however it may differ from the plans 
of its creators as to the forms of action, is 
j capable of getting the results they sought. 
That is the essential thing.

holy Spirit and we have dicided not 
to lay upon you any burden but this 
Indispensable one, that you avoid 
w hatever has been sacrificed to idols, 
the tasting of blood and of the m eat 
of anim als th a t have been strangled, 
and 
im morality.

get on well. Goodby.” 
So the delegates went down to 
Antioch and gathered the congrega­ 
tion together and delivered the let­ 
ter; 
and when they read It they 
were delighted with the encourage­ 
ment it gave them.

But Paul 
selected Silas and set out, the broth­ 
ers com m ending him to the Lord's 
favor. 
He traveled through 
Syria 
and Cilicia 
and 
strengthened 
the 
churches. 
He went to Derbe and L ystra also. 
At L ystra there wras a disciple named 
T irrotv v whose m other was a Jewish 
C hristian while his 
father 
was 
a 
Greek, and who was highly thought 
of by the brothers in L ystra and 
Iconiura. 
Paul wished to take this 
man on with him. and so on account 
of the Jew s In th a t district he had 
him circum cised, for they Til 
ew 
that his father w’as a Greek. 
As they 
traveled on from one town to an 
other, they passed on to the brothers 
for their observance 
the 
decisions 
that had been re a r1- 'd by the apostles 
and elders at Jerusalem . 
So 
the 
churches becam e stronger and strong 
er in the faith, and their numbers

it cam e out instantly. 
But when her m asters saw that 
their hopes of profits were gone, they 
seized Paul and Silas, dragged them 
to th e public square, to th e authori­ 
ties, and brought them before the 
chief m agistrates.

to discover some 
part of that un­ 
known world which touches exper­ 
ience at so many points. The city be- 
yond the clouds, the underground 
country’, and the enchantments of 
woods and Islands are open to the 
little traveler. 
From the W ater Ba­ 
llies to Peter Pan there has been lit­ 
tle else in nursery tales but the stuff 
of dreams. 
It is hard to believe that 
the child who read the story of Rosa­ 
mond and the Purple J a r less than a 
year ago, had no 
curiosity 
about 
dream countries, no sense of poetry 
in nature; yet the first sign of the 
romantic 
movement 
in 
children's 
books was the printing of unknown 
or forgotten fairy’ tales under the 
title of the Court of Oberon in 1823. 
The actual 
awakening came 
later 
with the 
nature 
stories 
of 
the 
Hovvitts and the imaginative non­ 
sense of Edward Lear. 
The hook starts with descriptions 
of the chap-books and ballads traces 
the developments of books for chil­ 
dren. through fairy’ tains and eastern 
stories and ends with Miss Edge­ 
worth’s moral tales for children.

been placed 
on 
annuals 
after the 
early bulbs and shrubs and the June 
perennials had bloomed. 
Marigolds, 
both French and African were used 
in bold groups. 
Scarlet zinnias gave 
the needed color emphasis. Blue an­ 
nual larkspurs and white flowering 
tobacco relieved the brilliancy of the 
yellow and scarlet of the marigolds 
and zinnias. 


Asters made a fine September dis­ 
play’. 
Spiderwort 
was 
planted 
in 
nooks among the shrubbery to en­ 
liven the greenery of the foliage after 
the blooming period. In fact, this lit­ 
tle garden became the show place of 
the neighborhood. 
After the initial 
iexpenditure for the trees and shrubs, 
the yearly upkeep seldom ran over 
$5 for seeds and a few’ plants.

Aside from the satisfaction of hav­ 
ing a liberal supply of flowers for 
cutting right at the door and the 
beauty and comfort they land to the 
! home 
atmosphere, 
they 
add real 
value to property. Many real estate 


I men, realizing the attractiveness of 
decorative planting, are now’ seeing 
to it that their property is made at­ 
tractive and hire landscape gardeners 
to keep it in trim until it is sold. 
Any home owner may have beau­ 
tiful home grounds even on a small 
lot the very first year of his occu­ 
pancy’ by 
the use of annuals 
judi­ 
ciously planted and arranged about 
his premises. 
The cost of seeds 
enough to make a beautiful and ar­ 
tistic garden is slight and the care 
required will not be more than a few 
hours a week after the inital prepara­ 
tion of digging and fertilizing.
